CARVING THE FORMS, 


In November last Giuseppe S. Fab 
ricio Sala, a sculptor and miineralogist; , 


who arrived in San Francisco in April 


last from New York and who opened a 
marble yard at 110 Golden Gate avenue, 


went prospecting for marble. In pur- 
suit 11 his search for the stone, 


which on account of the difficulty ag 
price of transportation from the 
Italian quarzies is almost a precious 


stone, Sala went to Santa Barbara 
county, heving Leard thut there was a 
marbſe quarry on the estate of C. H. 


Clark. He found the quarry at Point 
Sal, but did not find any marble. In 


its place, however, he disovered a stret- | 


um of gypsum, or alabaster, of a fine 
quality, A big block, six feet long by 
five feet thick,was taken out, and while 
looking at the huge mass of stone and 
wondering what it would be best suited 


for, Sala conceived the idea of carving 


from it two human beings—a male and 


a female—thinkiug that such forms 
would attract ‘universal attention 
and prove a unique advertisement for 


California stone. A workshop was put 
up, and haviug his tools with him, Sala 
set to work at his carving. As the labor 
progressed, Sala, lod by his old fancy, 
decided to make the figures of a pecu- 
liar build, so to Speak, thinking that 
by this means even more attention and 
curiosity would be attracted to them. 
While the figures were growing under 
Sala’s chisel and mallet they were seen 
by C. H. Clark, George Carner, a young 


man in Clark’s employ, and Caio and 
Edouard Lala, the two sons of the 


sculptor. The bodies were finished on 


the Alst of December, and then, in fur- 


therance of a still deeper scheme, they 
were taken out on a wagon at midnight 
and buried in a canon about a mile 
from the quarry. Edouard Sala carried 
the lantern for the burial party, Carner 


‘and Caio Sala dug the grave and the 
others buried the bodies. 


| DISCOVERY OF THE REMAINS. 


The next day, December 22d, Calo 
Sala, under the assumed name of 
George Hall, and Carner, presented 
themselves at Clark’s and announced 
that while they were prospecting for 
minerals in the canyon they had discov- 


ered what looked considerably like hu- 


man remains. Everybody rushed down 
to the canyon and there, sure enongh, 
were two feet sticking out of the 
ground. Digging was at once com- 
menced, and in about a couple of hours 
the ‘‘petrified remains“ were resur- 
rected. They were carefully lift- 
ei into a box packed with sand 
and carried to Santa Maria, a small 
town between San Luis Obispo and 
Lompoc. When they arrived at Santa 
Maria they were placed in a barn and 
exhibited to the curious at 25 cents a 
head. All this time Sala senior lay 
perdu, rather surprised at the excite- 
ment which the discovery was causing. 
Doubts having been expressed by some 
astute Santa Marian as to the gennine- 
ness of the discovery, Hall, Clark and 
Carnes went before Notary Public S. E. 
Crow and swore that, to their best belief, 
they were genuine remains, and that 
they had beer found under honest. cir- 
cumstances. Up to that time the bodies 
had been styled a couple of ‘‘What-is- 
it's, but with the swearing the dis- 
coverers gained temerity, and affirmed 
under oath that, to the best of their 
belief they were petrified human bodies. 
Seeking a wider field of exhibition, 
the bodies were shipped to San Luis 
Obispo and placed in a hotel. There 
again crowds of curious flocked to 
see the wonders. At San Luis 
Obispo Carner was taken sick 


and was removed to the San- 
ta Barbara County Hospital, trans- 
ferring his interest to E. Miles, a 
defeated candidate for County Recorder. 
Miles preached San Francisco as the 
best place for showing the bodies, and 
Hall (Caio Sala) -assenting, the manu- 
factured treasure trove was boxed up 
and shipped to this place on the Los 
Angeles, arriving here on the 28th of 
December. 3
